RESURRECTING STALIN 
Stalin died twice: physically on March 5, 1963, and 
politically on Feb. 24, 1966, the date of Nikita S. 
Khrushchev’s “secret” anti- Stalin speech to the Soviet 
Communist Party’s 20th congress. Khrushchev was 
toppled fern power five and one- half years ago. In the 
intervening period, cautious efforts have been made to 
rehabilitate Stalin’s reputation. Perhaps the most serious 
charge made by Khrushchev in 1956 was that “The 
threatening dang» which hung over our fatherland in the 
first period of the (Second World) War was largely due to 
the faulty methods of directing the nation and the party 
by Stalin himself.” Even after Hitter’s armies invaded the 
Soviet Union, “the nervousness and hysteria which Stalin 
demonstrated, interfering with actual military operations, 
caused (the Red) Army serious damage.” 
Khrushchev’s charges were repudiated in the February 
1969 issue of Komraunist, he authoritative monthly 
publication of the Soviet Communist Party’s Central 
Committee. In a lengthy review of war memoirs by 
sev»al Soviet marshals, E. Boltin asserted that “Not a 
stone remains of the irresponsible statements about 
(Stalin’s) military incompetence... of his supposedly 
absolute intolerance of other views, and of oth« similar 
inventions..” Last D ec 21, the 90th anniversary of 
Stalin’s birth, was marked by the appearance in the 
Soviet Communist Party newspaper Pravda of an article 
that both praised and condemned the late dictator. 
Around 20 persons gathered in Red Square on D ec 
21, prepared to demonstrate if any pro- Stalin oeremcna* 
were held. It had been rumored that a bust would be 
unveiled at Stalin’s grave beside the Kremlin wall As it 
turned out, the rumors were groundless. Thursday, March 
5, the 17th annrv»mry of Stalin’s death, will provide 
a n o th e r
